UF SNOW STORM 


Unseasonably Cool Weather to 
Prevail in Mississippi Valley 
Early Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, April &.—Snowstorms 
centering over the Ohio valley and Cape 
Hatteras are moving eastward 
northward tday and prmise t cver al- 
mst the whle regin east f the Mississippi 
and nrth f the Gulf states. Tempera- 
tures had drpped belw seasnal aver- 
ages in most of that territory, but no 
extreme cold was reported. 

The Cape Hatteras storm was severe 
enough to cause storm warnings to be 
sent from Dalaware Breakwater to Bos- 
ton. In the Gulf states there have been 
general rains instead of snow. Snow or 
rain for tonight was predicted by the 
Weather Bureau for New England, 
Ohio, the Ohio River valley and the low- 
er lake region, and it may continue to- 
morrow. 

In its forecast for the week beginning 
Sunday, the Weather Bureau says: 

, “Unseasonably cool weather will 
prevail the first half of the week over 
the great central valleys and the dis- 
tricts cast thereof with probably 
frosts throughout the interior of the 
Gulf and South Atlantic states ex- 
cept the Florida peninsula, and freez- 
ing temperatures throughout the 
Missouri and Ohio valleys, the lake 
region, the Middle Atlantic and New 
England states. 

“The latter week in these regions 
will be much warmer. Comparatively 
warm weather will prevail through- 
out the week west of the Rocky 
Mountains and considerable warmer 
weather will set in over the plains 
states and the Rocky Mountafn re- 
Sion Monday and Tuesday, and mod- 
erate temperatures will continue 
thereafter until the close of the 
week. 

“The storm that now ‘covers the 
Ohio Valley and the Middle Atlantic 
states will advance northeastward 
and be attended by snows Sunday iv 
the Ohio Valley and the Lower Lake 
region, and snow or rain in the North 
Atlantic states. With this exception 
generallly fair weather will prevail 
throughout the country during the 
coming week.”

BACK TO CAPITAL 


Executive Quits Cruise and Will 
Confer With Secretary 
Lansing Tonight. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—President 
Wilson, who left Washington last 
night on the naval yacht, Mayflower, 
for a week-end cruise, is returning to 
Washington and will arrive about 
4:30 p. m. today. Snow and _=e6£ sleet 
were given officialy as the cause for 
his return. 

This afternoon no word had been re- 
ceived from Ambassador Gerard and 
the news dispatches from Berlin Saying 
Germany still disclaimed responsibility 
for the destruction of the Sussex was 
the only information before officials. 
The news dispatches will be laid before 
President Wilson as soon as he returns 
from his trip down the Potomac early 
this evening 

Without official information at hand, 
the view prevailing among officials was 
that the United States now was con- 
fronted with proving the willful destruc- 
tion of the Sussex either by direct evi- 
dence or by the accumulation of evi- 
dence attaching to recent destruction 
of ships, and for that reason the State 
Department would be obliged to move 
very deliberately and possible Slowly. 
The opinion prevailed that a disclaimer 
by Germany retarder action by the 
United States rather than hastened it.

Cavalry Making Thrilling Ride South 
of Satevo. 
EXPEDITIONARY FIELD HEAD- 
QUARTERS, south of Namiquipa, 
Wednesday, April 5, by aeroplane and 
wireless to Columbus, N. M., April §&. 
—That the 
fresh trail of Villa is a report made by 
an army aviator and an observer who 
returned today from what may prove 
one of the most important sceutirsg 
flights ofihe campaign. The flight. 
made over 80 miles @f territory hither- 
to unexplored, developed information 
which military authorities here consid- 
er of importance. The entering of new 
territory in the chase is the cosumma- 
tion of a plan which Gen. Pershing and 
his staff have had under wavy for sev- 
eral days, but fer which more definite 
reports were necessary than those avail- 
able. It was this information the avia- 

tors were sent to get. 

Reports brought by the aviators 
showed that somewhere south of Satevo, 
a cavalry column is makine a thrilling 
ride, which may equal in importance 
that upon Guerrorro of Col. Dodds’ com- 
mand. The men are sparing neither 
themselves nor their horses. The fliers 
were at a height of 8000 feet when they 
discovered the cavalry column to which 
they were carrying dispatches filing 
through a wooded canyon. They float- 
ed slowly down until they were within 
the perspective of the troops and then, 
making sure that they were American 
cavalrymen, landed. One of the airmen 
caught a grazing horse and rode to the 
vaiting Americans five miles away, 
without saddle or bridle, and with only 
a bit of twisted rope about its nose to 
guide the animal. 

The troops confirmed reports that Vil- 
la had been wounded, but were able to 
offer no additional details.

Publication of the order disclosed that 
it made no mention of taking ‘Villa 
dead or alive,’’ which was described as 
its purpose by officials when it was 
issued, [t was said today, however, 
that such specific wording hardly would 
be included in an official order, and it 
was pointed out that instructions to 
disperse the Villa bands cover whatever 
action its execution entails. 

It was noted, however, that the order 
says that the work of the American 
troops would be regarded as finished 
when the Villa bands are known to be 
broken up, and that they would be 
withdrawn to American territory when 
the Carranza Government was able to 
relieve them of the chase.

No Withdrawal Contemplated. 

When questioned specifically today as 
to whether a withdrawal of American 
troops was planned, officials at the State 
and War Departments uniformly re- 
sponded that no immediate withdrawal 
was contemplated, and added that it was 
expected, of course, that. the troops 
would be withdrawn some time. 

Repeated reports that Carranza 

officials feel the troops should be re- 
moved as they had dispersed the 
Villa bands and the de facto Govern- 
ment had large numbers of troops on 
the scene, coupled with the issue of 
the original order to Gen. Funston 
led to a good deal of speculation as 
to just what the administration was 
planning to do, but in no quarter 
could a statement that the troops 
were about to be withdrawn sub- 
stantiated. ' 

When tne troops were ordered 
into Mexico the following state- 
ment was issued at the White 
House. 

“An adequate force will be sent 
at once in pursuit of Villa with 
the single object of capturing him 
and putting a stop to his forays. 

“This can be done and will be 
done in entirely friendly aid of 
the constituted authorities’ in 
Mexico and with scrupulous re- 
spect for the sovereignty of that 
republic.’’ ' 


Carranza Proposals, 
Secretary Lansing confirmed re- 
ports from Queretaro that counter 
proposals had been made to the Car- 
ranza Government in connection with 
the proposed protocol.

Kroener is unable to account for all 
the money Miss Hauck had and one rea- 
son for having the body exhumed is to 
look for money which he thinks she mn1y 
have concealed in her wooden lec. 

Once Lived tn St. Louis. 

Twenty years ago, when Miss Hauck 
was 15 years old, one of her legs was 
eut off by a train. Her claim against 
the railroad company was settled for 
$2000 and Kroener was appointed her 
cuardian. He gave her a business edu- 
cation. She came to St. Louis and wes 
employed as a stenographer by the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co. Later she went 
into the millinery business at California 
and Arsenal streets and prospered, bu: 
poor health caused her to store her 
stock and go to Alton to live. 

In Alton she lived at the home of Mrs. 
J J. Kreyling, 525 Oak street. She was 
found dead in her room, with an empty 
chloroform bottle beside her. In her 
hand was a piece of paper on which 
was written a request that everything 
che had be given to W. J. Helming, 1080 
North Broadway, St. Louis. It waa 
Claimed to be in her handwriting. but 
was not signed. The Probate Court 
did not recognize it as a will and Dep- 
uty Coroner Berner was appointed ad- 
ministrator. 

Estate of $700 in Cash. 

Her estate consisted of $700 found on 
her person. There remains, after’ ‘he 
payment of expenses, an undistributed 
balance of $400. Mrs. Kreyiing, revre- 
senting herself as a cousin of the deid 
woman, has presented a claim for tis. 
Kroener says Mrs. Kreyling is not _e- 
lated to the deceased and wiil claim ‘he 
money on behalf of two half sisters of 
Miss Hauck, living in Evansville, Ird.

Millstadt (Ill.) Educator Admits 
He Had Quarrel With Board 
Education Member. 


Prof. J. F. Pierce; principal of the 
Millstadt, Ill.. public schools, appeared 
in Justice Adler's Court at Belleville 
today and pleaded guilty to disturbin;: 
the peace of George Rodemich, presideiit 
of the Millstadt Board of Education, 
and using opprobrious language toward 
him, and was fined $3 and costs. 

The allegation was that Prof. Pierce 
appeared at Rodemich’s drug store and 
told Rodemich that he, Pierce. knew how 
to run the schools, and if Rodemich 
doubted “it, he had only to come out- 
side to be convinced. Rodemich did not 
go out. He also heard Pierce say some- 
thing about a ‘“‘pup,”’ constituting the 
opprobrious language alluded to in the 
complaint. The warrant was served 
yesterday. Today Pierce went to court 
and admitted he did it. and said it, and 
was fined. 

Uther Criticisms of Pierce, 

Rodemich makes two other charges 
against Pierce which are being tried in 
the forum of Millstadt public opinion. 
One is that he organized a Sunday 
school where the English language js 
used and the other is that he has in- 
troduced domestic science and manual 
training in the Millstadt schools, 

The feud has bee: on for a vear. 
When Rodemich was elected last year 
Pierce resigned, but the majority of 
the board wanted him and he was re- 
tained, in spite of his resignation. The 
English-speaking Sunday school, domes- 
tis science and manual! training fed the 
flames. There is to be another elec- 
tion soon and Rodemich is out for re- 
election. There was an opposition tick- 
et, known as the Pierce ticket, but aft- 
er Pierce invited Rodemich to come out 
of his drug store and be shown what 
Pierce knows about rfinning the schools 
the Pierce ticket withdrew. Pierce, aft- 
er paying the $ and costs today, de- 
clined to comment on the educational 
situation in Millstadt. 

Prefers German Sunday School. 

Rodemich said he was not against 
manual training, but» the people did 
not want it or domestic science. As 
for the English Sunday school he and 
the people were both opposed to it 
He thought, and they thought, that 
the best place for he children to get 
their religion was at the German 
Evangelical Church.

Cap Found by Farmer. 

The cap was found by William 
Grieb, a farmer. The wreath and 
number had been torn from the front 
of the cap, as though forcibly ard 
by design, and the inner band prob- 
ably containing the size mark and 
the initials of the owner had also 
been removed. 

The place where the cap was found 
is a short distance east of the point 
in Overland Park where McKenna’s 
slayers abandoned one of two stolen 
automobiles in which they fled.

In 
the man’s hand the boys saw some- 
thing “shiny.” At the time they 
thought it was a knife, but they say 
it may have been a revolver. 

The boys heard the policeman say- 
“Don't, don’t.” While they were 
watching the struggle another man 
closed the garage door from the inside 
and they saw no more. 

Not knowing the importance of 
what they had seen the boys said 
nothing abeut it to their parents un- 
til last night. The parents did not 
realize its significance until today,

Allender Tells Why 
He Thinks Same Pair 
Killed 2 Policemen 


ETECTIVE CHIEF ALLEN- 
[) DER is convinced that Pa- 

trolman Dillon was murdered 
by the same men who killed Motor 
Cycle Policeman McKenna. 

‘Tt believe Dillon was lured to his 
death in. much the same way Mc- 
Kenna was,” said the Chief to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “When he 
approached the men, and told them 
they were under arrest, they prob- 
ably pretended to be willing to go 
with him, just as they did when 
McKenna arrested them. 

“Dillon. formerly walked a beat 
in the Laclede avenue district, 
where he knew many chauffeurs, 
and if is likely that he may have 
recognized the men whom he fol- 
lowed into the alley. I think they 
recognized him, too, and decided 
to put him out or the way, so that 
he could not make their identity 
known. ‘ 

“Probably Dillon stepped up on 
the running board of the machine 
and told the men they must drive 
to the station. They made no ob- 
jection, and he started to step into 
the car. Then they likely attacked 
him, striking him on the head with 
the butt ends of their revolvers. 
This’ probably accounts for the 
bloodstaing on the door of the car. 

“No shot.was fired at that time. 
They may have beaten Dilion to 
death. or may have shot him later 
after taking him out into the coun- 
try, where a shot would not attract 
so much attention.” é

PARIS, April 8.—It was officially an- 
nounced today that a French submarine 
has sunk an Austrian transport in the 
Adriatic. 

The Germans renewed their attack 
south of Haucourt, in the Verdun re- 
gion, last night, and gained a footing in 
two small field works between Haucourt 
and Hill No. 287, the ‘War: Office an- 
nounced today. 

Fighting with hand grenades between 
Bethincourt and Chattancourt, turned 
to the advantage of the French. 

East of the Meuse there was intermit- 
tent bombardment of French positions. 
Near Fort Vaux the Germans made an 
attack with grenades, and were re- 
pulsed. . 

The communication says: 

“West of the River Meuse the Ger- 
mans last night renewed their attacks 
against our positions to the south and 
to the east of Haucourt. At this later 
point, in spite of repeated efforts, the 
enemy found it impossible to dislodge 
ws from our lines. We poured out upon 
him a murderous fire, which caused him 
heavy losses. 

“South of Haucourt, the Germans suc- 
ceeded in winning a footing in two 
small works between MHaucourt and 
Hill 60. 287, which we had occupied. 

“South of Bethincourt there has been 
continuation of the fighting with hand 
grenades in the communicating tre.iches 
on the road between Bethincourt and 
Chattancourt, which resulted in some 
advantage to ourselves. 

“East of the River Meuse there has 
been intermittent bombardment of our 
positions. An attack by the enemy with 
hand grenades against one of our 
trencues of the Vaux fort was repulsed 
by the French fire.”’ 

The communication issued last night 
by the War Office said: 

“To the west of the Meuse, after a 
violent bombardment lasting severa! 
hours, the enemy directed against our 
positions to the south and on the east- 
ern outskirts of the village of Hau- 
court a strong attack on a front of 
about two kilometers. 

“Stopped by our curtain of fire and 
the intense fire of our mitrailleuses 
the Germans were unable to reach the 
goal-and were forced to retreat to their 
trenches, leaving on the ground numer- 
ous bodies. 

“To the southeast of Bethincourt we 
made gains through the use of commu- 
nicating trenches and the element of 
trenches captured last night by the ene- 
my between Bethincourt and Hill 265. 

“A rather violent bombardment of 
Le Mort Homme and Cumieres villages 
has taken place.” 

The German losses before Verdun up 
to the present time have reached the 
huge total of 200,000 men, accordirg to 
estimates made public here from a semi- 
official source, ‘‘the result of careful in- 
quiry made in the highest quarters in 
which the figures have been rigorously 
checked and verified.”’ 


GERMANS CAPTURE 
MORE THAN MILE OF 
FRENCH POSITIONS 


‘LERLIN, April §.--The War Office an- 
nounced today the capture of French 
positions more than a mile and a quar- 
ter wide in the Verdun region west of 
the Meuse. 

The statement says: 

*“‘Western front: On the left bank of 
the Meuse, Silesian and Bavarian troops 
took by storm a strong French point of 
support south of Haucourt, They cap- 
tured the entire enemy position on the 
ridge of Termiten Hill, extending over 
a width of more than two kilometers. 
A counter attack, attempted early this 
morning, failed completely. Our losses 
were slight.’’ 

Losses of the enemy owing to the 
treacherous behavior of some, were 
very heavy. In addition to those 15 
efficers and 699 men were captured 
uninjured, including mumerousre- 
cruits of the class of 1916. 

“On the hills east of the Meuse_and 
Woevre district the artillery Was 
very active on both sides. 

“On the Hilsen Ridge, south of 
Bondernach in the Vosges, a small 
German detachment came upon an 
advanced French position, the occu- 
pants of which were killed, with the 
exception of 31 men, who were cap- 
tured. The enemy's trenches were 
blown up.” 


3 MORE BRITISH 
SHIPS ARE LOST 


LONDON, April 8—The loss of three 
more British vessels was reported today 
by Lioyds. 

The steamship Braunton and the 
schooner Clyde of Whitstable were 
blown up. The crews were saved. Th» 
sicamship Chantala was sunk.

Stormy Weather Delays British Ad- 
vance in Mesopotamia, 
LONDON, April 3—Stormy weather tn 
Mesopotamia has complicated the situ- 
ation along the Tigris below Kut-El- 
Amara, where a British relief force is 
fighting its way to the relief of Gen. 
Townshend’s bende necedl garrison at 
Kut, and revently has made markod 
progress toward its goal, says a British 
official statement issued yesterday, as 

follows: 

“Tt appears that the second Felahie 
position, carried by tbe Thirteenth Divi- 
sion in the course of a devermined ad- 
vance, consisted of several lines of deep 
trenches. The northern flank rested on 
the Haweexieh swamps and the south- 
ern flank on the Tigris River. 
“During the day of April 6 and the 
night of Apri) 6-7 the operations on the 
north (left) bunk of the river were con- 
fined to a close reeonnoissance of the 
Sannayyat defenses and the execution 
of the measures necessary to the move- 
ment of artillery, preparatory to an as- 
sault upon tnis position. 

“On the south (right) flank the 
Third Division continued until positions 
were reached from which an enfilading 
fire can pe brought upon Turkish de- 
fenses on the opposite bank. 

“The situation !s somewhat compl 
cated by the continuance of stormy 
weather and the fact thai the floods 1, 
the Tigris are increasing.’’ 


Danish Steamer Is Torpedoed Off 
Sardinia. 
COPENHAGEN, April 8.—The Danish 
steamer Stjerneborg, 1593 tons, from 
Newcastle for Bagnoli, Italy, has been 
torpedoed and sunk outside Cagliari, 

Sardinia. The crew was saved.

WABASH REJECTS 


RETAINS HER GIFT | CITY'S PLAN 10 


OF INTERPRETATION 


| Suggests Elevation Scheme to 


Pleasing Despite Absence of 
Youth, Voice or Great Dra- 
matic Talent. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 


ITHOUT possessing what by any 
W stretch of courtesy could be 

‘called a singing voice, without 
great talents as an actress, and without 
either youth or beauty, Mme. Yvette 
Guilbert, French diseuse, accomplished 
effects of telling ,art, in her recital yes- 
terday afternoon at the Shubert Theater, 
which might be envied by many a prima 
donna or actress in the prime of girl- 
ish loveliness. 


This she achieved entirely by her gen- 
ius for interpretation, which remains to- 
day her sole, but consummate, gift. Her 
Voice, in its intrinsic quality, often re- 
sembles a whine, and had her perform- 
ance been merely a song recital it would 
more than once have been painful to 
listen to. But the trinmph with which 
she overcame the handicap of a vocal 
organ less than mediocre was an object 
lesson to artists in the supreme value 
of expression. 


Mme. Guilbert, once the exponent of 
the naughty ditties of the Parisian cafe 
chantant, appeared, after an absence 
of seven years from this country, in the 
new role of apostle for the old French 
folksong, dating as far back as the Cru- 
sades and often religious in character. 
To add atmosphere to these songs she 
wore the costume of the period of each 
group—the brocades and steeple hat of 
the fifteenth eentury contrasting with 
the powdered hair and balloon skirt of 
the time of Marie Antoinette. An im- 
portant part of her art lay in her facial 
expressiveness and the grace of her 
gestures; but in essence her success was 
due to her extreme skill in elocution, 
for her songs were in reality elocution 
with musical pitch and piano accompani- 
ment. And behind this was a personal- 
ity artistic to the fingertips and highly 
intelligent. 

Command ot Emotions. 


All of the emotions were easily at 
her command, ranging from pathos 
to drollery, from tragedy to joy. It 
was once said of Yvette Guilbert that 
she could sing ‘“‘Home, Sweet Ray, 0 
in a way to bring tiushes he 
cheek; so that it was rather startling 
to hear the religious.ecstacy with 
which she informed a morality chant 
of six centuries ago, like “La Passion 
du Christ,” or the last stanzas of the 
ballad, “Le Voyage de Joseph et Marie 
a Bethleem.”’ 

But there were also flashes of the 
old Yvette in songs like “La Mort du 
Mari,” in which a wife rejoices over 
the death of her heavy-fisted hus- 
band; in “La Dame Mal Mariee,” in 
which an unhappy wife proposes to 
take the first opportunity of betray- 
ing her husband; and in “Colinette,”’ 
the story of a lady.s adventures while 
gathering violets in the forest. One 
of the best songs was “Le Lien 
Serre,’ in which a wife, out of her 
bitter experience, warns maidens 
against marriage, and there was girl- 
ish rapture in the love song, “Le Petit 
Bois d'Amour.” Archness, coquetry 
and charm there were in delightful 
measure in many of her songs. All 
of her offerings were given in 
Frénch, save “Colinette” and two hu- 
morous English folksongs, ‘The 
Dumb Wife Cured” and “Oh, No, 
John.”

Kearney, president of 
Railroad, in a letter to 
today, rejected the plan 
the Board of Public Ser- 
vice for the abolition of seven grade 
crossings by depression of the tracks 
from Union avenue to the city limits, 
and suggested that the city co-oper- 
ate with the Wabash to eliminate the 
grade crossings by the elevation of 
the railroad tracks. 

Mayor Kiel, a week ago, submitted 
the city’s plan to Kearney and asked 
him if the Wabash would co-operate 
with the city to put it into execution. 
This plan provided for a depress of 
the tracks 18 feet at Union avenue, 
and about-’one foot at Deimar avenue, 
where the street would be elevated 
21 feet. 

Kearney objected to the city plan 
for the following reasons: It pro- 
vides insufficient drainage, not 
enough overhea ddrainage, would re- 
sult in gradients of more than 1% 
per cent which would interfere with 
operation and result in smoke and 
noise, makes no. provision for future 
development, and would practically 
confiscate the railroad’s property. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service said today that the 
city proposed to build a sewer, at a 
cost of $150,000, to drain the ¢e- 
pressed tracks, and that this sewer, 
extending from Union ~- avenue to 
Tamm avenue, where it would con- 
nect with the River des Peres sewer, 
would give the Wabash better drain- 
age than it now has on its surface 
tracks. 

Kearney said that the plan proposed 
by the Wabash would change the pres- 
ent grade of the streets very little. He 
said that while he had not consulted 
the board of directors relative to the 
plan, he felt sure if the city would ac- 
cept it, the Wabash would be willing to 
proceed with the work. He names J.

STORY OF INVASION 
OVERSEAS ABSURD 


German Foreign Minister De- 
clares Nation Will, Have 
Enough to Do at Home. 


NO DESIGNS ON CANADA 


‘Asserts That Talk of ‘‘Revenge”’ 


After War Comes From No 
Responsible Source. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, April 8.—Recent 
press dispatches have brought word of 
statements in the Canadian Parliament 
and Canadian newspapers that Ger- 
many was planning, after this war, to 
plunge upon the American continent 
and particularly to demand cession ‘ty 
Germany of the Dominion of Canada. 
In a conversation with Herr von Jagow 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent referred to 
these rumors. The Foreign Minister’s 
first reply was an outburst of laughter. 

“How can people invent or believe 
such stories?” he asked. “To any- 
one not entirely blinded by passion, 
it is evident Leyond doubt that Ger- 
many never pursued such senseless 
aims and never contemplated doing 
SO. 

“Can one imagine a state of affairs 
in Europe after the war such as we 
should have the leisure or a free 
enough. hand to divert our strength 
and efforts to such a task on the 
American continent?’ 

No Designs cn United States. 

“Equally ridiculous, though unfor- 
tunately this phase has a_ serious 
side, are rumors which I understand 
here and there are current in the 
United States that Germany, after 
the war, will take revenge on the 
United States by pursuing an anti- 
American policy. It is even reported 
to me that some apprehensive souls 
in America foresee from victorious 
Germany an attempt to break down 
the Monroe Doctrine, plant its flag 
in South or Central America, or even 
a design to leap upon the United 
States and crush them in order to 
attain mastery of both continents. 

“TIT need hardly assure you such re- 
ports, which from time to time have 
been set afloat by enemies of Germany, 
in the evident intention of stirring feel- 
ing against it, are too absurd for de- 
nial. I need only recall that Germany 
has never placed itself in opposition 
to the American principle of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

‘Again I would ask American doubt- 
ers to remember the attitude of Ger- 
many during the Mexican crisis. Al- 
though extensive German commercial in- 
terests were involved and although there 
was a strong demand for independent 
action to protect these fnterests during 
the protracted era of disorder, the Im- 
perial Government at all times stood 
for leaving the Wnited States a free hand 
in its policy toward Mexico. The Wash- 
ington Government was not, at any time, 
left in doubt as to the attitude of Ger- 
nlany. 

Have Enough to Do at Home. 

“It is unfortunately true that during 
the war, when the thoughts of every 
German are bound up, heart and soul, in 
the struggle for German existence 
against a world-wide coalition, and when 
the attitude of the Washington Govern- 
ment at times has been almost forceé, 
even we may think there might be some 
basis for an understanding of some sort 
between Washington and the allies. A 
strong feeling of resentment and bitter- 
ness against the United States has 
sprung up among the masses in Ger- 
many. 

“Unfortunately, too, there are fool- 
ish persons among us who talk 
darkly and foolishly of ‘taking re- 
venge’ upon the United States after 
the war for that attitude, but no re- 
sponsible official takes or can take 
such a view.

powerful enemy across the Atlantic.” 

“But what of the recent letter in the 
Frankfurter Zeitung attributed to a 
naval officer, proposing even to exact 
from the United States after the war an 
indemnity to cover Germany’s financial 
sacrifices; what of frequent intimations 
of the possibility of backing up Japan 
by an alliance in a coming war against 
the United States?’’ asked the corre- 
spondent. 

‘These stories and others like them 
have reached the United ‘States, are 
brought back by every returning Amer- 
ican traveler. Can your excellency won- 
der that they find credence from many 
Americans who are not accustomed to 
thinking in terms of world politics and 
are unfamiliar with the limitations of a 
policy of a state in international af- 
fairs?” : 
Germany's Interest to Be Friendly. 

‘Do enthusiasts and jingoes in your 
country never talk foolishly?’ countered 
Herr von Jagow. “The policy of a state 
cannot be dictated by sentiment. It

Atkinson, Chairman Public Service Com- 
mission, candidate for Governor, salary 
$5500; Cornelius Roach, Secretary of 
State, and John T. Barker, salary of 
each about $4000, both candidates for 
Governor; John Russelly chief clerk to 
State Tresurar, salary $2400, candidate 
for Treasurer; John P. Gordon, Auditor, 
Salary $4000, candidate for third term; 
Kelly Poo], secretary Capitol Commis- 
sion, salary $2000, candidate for Secre- 
tary of State. 

In the race for the nomination eight 
years ago, Bradley was defeated by Gor- 
doh by 1100 votes.

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AMERICA’S IMPARTIALITY

BERLIN, April 8&—‘America, thou 


hast it better,” rang out in the Ger- 


man Reichstag Tnursday, almost im- 
pressively, when Dr. Stresemann, one 
of the leaders of the National Liberal 
party, drew a contrast between Ameri- 
ca and “Europe, a convulsively twitch- 
ing body bleeding from a thousand 
wounds.”’ 

“Every month brings record figures of 
the American boundless, one might al- 
most say shameless, exploitation of the 
war,” declared Dr. Stresemann. “Among 
the German peoples there is deep em- 
bitterment over this materialistic con- 
ception of neutrality by America anc 
over a policy which appears to us a 
mixture of humanitarian idealism with 
hypocrisy; of consideration for election 
and for the interests of the peoples.” 

Germany’s “‘Kriegziele,’’ or open and 
frankly expressed desire for peace un- 
der acceptable conditions, and a certain 
amount of criticism of America’s atti- 
tude toward Germany, and America’s 
neutrality, marked the second day of 
the great debate in the Reichstag fol- 
lowing the Chancellor’s historic speech 
of Wednesday: 

All Touch on Subject. 

America’s impartiality was questioned 
tn one form or another by almost every 
speaker; some more delicately touched 
upon this sore point with the Germans; 
others dwelt more sharply on it. In the 
main, such criticism of America was 
voiced within limits that could be char 
acterized as of extreme moderation, iu 
view of the sentiment known to exist in 
the Reichstag on the subject. It Was 
qufte evident that one or two speakers 
were practising self-restrain when they 
referred to the United States in their 
speech. 

The use of every available means, 
method and weapon against the eco 
nomic thumbscrew of Britain’s war of 
starvation was demanded, but with al 
but one or two speakers, standing for 
taking the rights of neutrals into con- 
sideration. 

The desire for continued peace and 
friendship with the United States was 
voiced by Dr. von Payer of the Peoples’ 
Progressive party, who made an appeal) 
to the sense of justice of the American 
people. 

In part, the debate stretched out be- 
vond the day Péace fs signed to the 
conditions and necessary preparations 
for the commercial struggle after the 
war. .Dr. Stresemann followed Dr. Pay: 
er. Stating that what German arms 
tad achieved in a way of 2 months 
compared favorably with the greatest 
deeds of the ancient Greeks and Ko- 
mans, Dr. Stresemann declared that In 
Germany youth in the future should 
hear more in the schools and high 
schools of Moltke and Hindenburg than 
of Caesar and Alexander.

Taft, in speaking upon “Preparedness”’ 
last evening, before a crowd which 
packed the Odeon, abruptly changed his 
style of public speech. The Taft smile 
failed to appear for the former Presi- 
dent was in a serious mood. Ilis ad- 
dress held the closest attention of his 


audience. 

In paying his respects to Bryan, tne 
former President said that when Bryan 
remarked that the United States could 
raise an army of 1,900,000 men between 
sunrise and sunset, that “Bryan was ev- 
idently speaking under the intoxicating 
influence of a rhetorical moment.” 

Mexico, Taft declared to be “an inter- 
national nuisance.” We added: “We 
may have to go into Mexico for keeps. 
That will require at least 200,000 men. 
Have we got them? Not that I know 
of. Why, we haven't even enovgh men 
to man the guns along our coast. Did 
vou ever hear of anything more silly. 
at the time of such a world crisis?’ 


Change in Defense Policy Needed. 
In opening his address, the former 


President said that the trend of opintun 
in the country is toward a decided 
change in our army and navy policy. 

“We hope to make this change of our 
own accord,” he said, “as the American 
people do ‘not like to do things whils 
looking down the wrong end of a g'tn- 
barrel. 

‘For the time being we own the 
Philippines. I won't tell you what I 
think of the prospect. We may own 
them for the next three years. We st!ll 
own the Panama Canal. We are try!ng 
io bea power in the Pacific, but we 
don’t want the Chinese nor the Jars. 
and they don’t like it. 

“But still some are working: for a 
foolish peace. Why should we give up 
the Monroe Doctrine? They say it wil! 
‘require force to defend it. IT tell you 
that if we withdraw from that doctrine 
it will be an invitation for every nation 
to come into America. 

“We deplored war. We had grati*tnde 
to God that we were not drawn inv 
it, We were proud to be neutral. 


Yate of Helpless Neutral Unhappy. 
“Do we feel that way now? The 


headlines of newspapers have broug ‘+t 
us to a crisis and IT notice that we are 
reading closely what is under the heai- 
lines. T¥ belleve we have observed the 
right stand of a neutra!, but both forces 
in the wur have violated our right as a 
neutral, The fate of a helpless neutral 
ix not a happy one. 

“There are possibilities of a great 
war ahead for the nation. I hope no’, 
but we must protect ourselves against 
possibilities. Tilow are we on defense. 
We were helpless in 1812 and if you 
don't blush for the condition of Amer. 
ica today, | am mistaken. Our moru! 
tiber was shown In the Civil War where 
both sides were unprepared. ‘Ths world 
said we could not reunite. We did. 
Since then we have bluffed our way. 

“There was just one big gun at Sandy 
Hook to back up President Cleveland's 
bluff against England regarding Nicar- 
agua. We have lived on luck or the 
Lord and apparently history shows that 
the Lords looks after children, drunk- 
ards and the United States. 

Big Navy Is Firat Duty, 

“Ifa nation of the first class should 
attack the United States, we have just 
a small coast defense for cities only. 
We would be obliged to trust to our 
first-line navy to keep out the trans- 
ports, with the countless trained so)- 
diers thaa a nation might send. We 
require a bigger navy than any other 
Power. Have we got it? No. Our 
first duty is to tuild up a powerful 
navy. 

“Mexico has shown us up. In all 
thts country we have found ‘only 
25,900 available troops, or just about 
double the police force of New York 
City. I believe the citizens of the 
United States are in line for a very 
different policy of national defense.” 

Charles Nagel, a former member of 
Taft's Cabinet, presided at the meet- 
ing. Henry Breckinridge, former 
Secretary of War, said that the 
United States is in danger as long as 
there is war In the world and that at 
present the country is helpless 
against any coalition of Powers. 

Women Are for Defense. 

Mrs. Lindon Bates of New York, chair- 
man of the Woman's Section of the 
Movement for National Preparedness, 
and Mrs. Philip N. Moore, president of 
the National Council of Women, made 
addresses.

British Minister of War Trade Replies to Speech 
in Reichstag — Analyzes 
Statements as to Belgium and Poland. 


LONDON, April 8.—Lord Robert Cec't, 
Minister of War Trade, made a sharp 
reply last night to the speech in the 
Keichstag of Dr. von Bethmann-Hol-- 
weg, German Imperial Chancellor. Con- 
versing with American correspondents 
on behalf of the Foreign Office, Lord 
Robert said the suggestion that Ger- 
many might abandon her submarine 


warfare if Great Britain relaxed her 
fcod blockade, was hardly Ukely to ve 
entertained by Great Britain, which 
had no faith that any promise made ty 
Germany régarding submarine warfare 
would be kept. 

“Germany slackened her suomarine 
warfare for some time when the opera 
tions of the British navy deprived her 
of the necessary numbe, of subma- 
rines,”’ sald Lord Robert, “but has now 
begun it again. I am convinced that 
Germany cannot be trusted to keep any 
promise.’’ 

Reviews Chancellor's Address, 
teviewing the address of Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, Lord Robert said: 

“The Chancellor’s speech covers much 
of old ground. As usual he claims that 
the allies have no legal right to block- 
ade Germany, and he appears to think 
the neutrals are of the same opinion 
Yet among all the neutral Governments 
who have protested against our action, 
none has been found to argue that the 
blockade i:.in itself illegal precisely in 
the proportion in which it is effective. 

“That is Germany's contention. Ger- 
many has openly proclaimed her inter- 
tion of blockading this country and ha* 
done her best to do so. We presunie® 
her action is justified, because it is in- 
effective.”! 

Referring to Dr. von Bethmann-Holi-. 
weg'’s statement that Great Britain 
alone is responsible for the continua- 
tion of the war and that he made proe- 
posals last September to which he had 
received no reply, Lord Robert said: 

“It may be well to make a clear an- 
swer to this. By singling out separnte 
pewers among th2 allies, the Chancellor 
endeavors to sow mischief and distrust 
among them, but he has failed. ‘The 
aliies stand together and they pledlge 
themselves to make peace in common. 

“The Chancellor knows this well. “Ie 
knows, too, and the people of Germany, 
whom he deludes, should know that 
rothing in any public speech he miiakes 
eun ever form the basis of peace ove-- 
tures. 

Called Periodical Speeches. 

“These pertodical speeches in the 
Neichstag are cunning blends of «&v.1:- 
bist and peaceful protestations. 
Through them all runs the deliberate 
design to nourish German hatred of in 
viand above all her allies, to bolster the 
fiction that the German Government 
most fears—a popular demand in Ger- 
tinany for peace. 

*“‘Never can the allies dignify this at- 
tiitude by taking it as an overture. ‘he 
(hancellor made his’ so-called  wro- 
posals last year solely that he tnight 
be able to refer to them virtuous!y to- 
day.” 

Lord Robert recalled Dr. von Beth- 
miann-Lollweg’s words of Dec. 9: “None 
cf our enemies has approached :-vit' 
peace proposals, and they believe it t> 
be In their interest falsely to attrib=te 
reace proposals to us,’’ and the Chancel- 
i r’s statement that if he was to speak 
of peace conditions, he must first see 
ne conditions of Germany's cnemies:. 

Rejects the Offer. 

“It {s clear,’’ Lord Robert contin:.2d, 
“that the Germans themselves did not 
make any proposals, In spite of what tho 
Chancellor now pretends. Even: if he 
were sincere, and in the precise propor- 
tion as we belleve him sincere, we re- 
‘eet with Indignation and contempt ne 
basis of peace he offer - 

“The Chancellor invokes the principle 
of nationality in Poland and Bele:u-. 
There are two principles of natlonall:y. 
Cne proclaims the simple right of each 
man to free self-development and asso- 
ciation with his fellows, and looks to 
the exercise of that right through the 
establishment and éteady development of 
democratic government within ‘avh 
country. 

“The other summons all the profes- 
sors from the universities cover its po- 
litical designs in a cloud of ethnological 
theories, sends out its secret service 
agents to foment insurrection and stim- 
OER cent 
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You’ll get much help 
from the announce- 
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ulate bloodshed, and in due course, reaps 
the rewards of its efforts in the estab- 
lishment. of rigid tyranny, fringed by 
a buffer borderland of anarchy. 

“The first principle is the endeavor 
of this country; the second is the am- 
bition of C ermany. We know it of old. 
We encountered it in Napoleon, and it 
was Canning who fought hypocritical 
nationalism to death, and who after- 
wards, in the name of true liberty, 
called in the nev world to redress the 
balance of the old. 

“So Germany and Austria are to solve 
the problem of Poland! A truly coin- 
fortable prospect for the Poles! If Ger- 
many Wants Suwalki theré will be no 
dearth of German professors to prove 
that it is Lithuanian and not Polish. 
Poland, is to be free, but not for the 
Poles, for their country is reserved for 
the noble function of a buffer between 
Germany and Russia, delicately colo- 
nized by Germans. 

Takes Up Belgium. 

‘“‘And Belgium! There is to be a new 
Belgium! Listen to the Chancellor, set- 
ting the oppressed I‘lemish free by ori- 
tory, after they, for months, have re- 
fused to be set free by the mild rule 
of the German kommandators in Bel- 
gium, or to swallow tne precious Felm- 
ish University which the German Gov- 
ernment has tried to force down their 
throats. 

‘To such peace proposals there is only 
one answer. We refuse. Weare fight- 
ing for the old Belgium. That which 
has been broken shall be restored, and 
with the national and Government who 
broke it, we shall never have peace 50 
long as they have the effrontery to 
claim the right of paying Providente 
with the pieces. 

Where <iesponsibility Lies, 

“Has not the world made up its mid 
where the responsibility for starting the 
war rests? Upon the allies, whose forces 
were not ready for offense, or upon 
Germany, who had planned in a 
the violatior of Belgium? No Ger- 
many says she wishes an end ie thre 
hostilities. Is it because she love: 
peace” 

‘No, because her early hopes of vic- 
tory are dwindling and she wishes to 
draw full advantage from her past suc- 
cesses and be in @ position after t'e 
war still to dominate the continent with 
the threat of her formidable military 
machine.

WASHINGTON, April §.--A bill de- 
fining the powers of the Federal Ship- 
ping Board proposed under the admin- 
istration merchant marine measure, was 
introduced in the House yesterday by 
Chairman Alexander of.the Merchant 
Marine Committee. In genera! the meas- 
ure follows the lines of the Alexander 
bill of 1914, which sought to broaden 
the powers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the regulation of water 
traffic. 

The added powera then proposed now 
would be vested in the Shipping Board, 
but none of the present control over 
water traffic enioyed by the communi- 
cation would be abridged or removed. 

All ships plying out of American ports 
would be subject to the control of the 
proposed board. It would be given 
power to fix rates for carrying passen- 
gers and freight 

Firms not actually engaged in ship- 
ping, but aiding in carrying on business, 
such as tow, Warehouse and tug own- 

, also would be brought under the 


ctien of the board.

The public judgment as to police efficiency is 
formed from their success in solving such crime 
mysteries as that of Motor Cycle Patrolman John 
F’. McKenna’s murder and Patrolman W. A. Dil- 
lon’s disappearance later, and not from that of 
plodding effort in merely routine cases. 

The known circumstances of the murder, per- 
petrated by two men whose automobile Patro}- 
man McKenna had pursued and overtaken, should 
furnish his colleagues of the department with 
every incentive for the most vigorous action in 
discavering the identity of the murderers and 
punishing them. 

If the offense for which he had halted them 
was nothing more serious than an infraction of 
the traffic laws, the murder must rank among the 
most wanton and shocking of recent crimes. 

In a few days more than two years, six St. 
Louis policemen’s lives have been sacrificed to 
desperate outlaws in the performance of duty. 
In the case of but two has punishment been in- 
flicted on the guilty.

he also makes arrangements for laundry work to 
be done, ané things of that character; this alone 
$s a big item in a crowd of 1200 or 1500 people. 
Then comes the show train itself in many sec- 
tions, carrying people enough to populate‘a good- 
sized town. Bach one of these spends a fair per- 
eontage of their earnings in the different cities 
they visit. Then figure the crowds of out-of- 
town people, who come not only for “circus day,” 


and its holiday mirth, but also on a shopping 


tour, and you will realize that the circus is, after 
all, a “trade booster.”
